cnm pag na,” that locks like a i>ock or 
a half bushel measure, according to its 
size, made o f sheet iron and inverted 
There is an opening at one side, up 
which slips the handle o f the baking tin 
or the saucepan, and over which the 
form slips, sett ling firmly down on the 
stove. 
Under the dish that co ntains the ma­ 
terial to bo baked is the charcoal fire in 
tho g rate; about it g lo w ing co als are put 
and replenished before the g lo w dies out, 
and on top o f tho ‘‘forno’' more g lo w in 
co als are placed and treated in the sam e 
way . 
Every where there is an equal dif 
fusion o f heat. 
Mince pies, spong e cake, 
custards, bread and turkey s are browned 
perfectly . 
The "fo rno ” wasn’t invented 
by an Italian, but by a Frenchman, and 
it would be quite po ssible to use it with 
our charco al sto ves.—N ew York Sun.

Tho Danes projected 
a surprise. 
Approaching the castle in 
the darkness they planned to scale its 
walls, and laid aside their shoes that the 
g reater secrecy m ig ht Ih> observed when 
draw ing near to tho fortifications. 
The surprise m ig ht have been success- 
had it not Imoji for the fact that, on 
descending into the 
dry moat, they 
found, to their g reat discom fiture and 
m ortification, it was filled with thistles, 
by which their feet were so severely 
pricked that several made an o utcry , 
which aroused the defenders o f the castle 
and broug ht them to the wall in tim e to 
re|>el the onset. 
Reg arding th ir g ood 
fortune in n polling the Danes as due to 
the thistles, these plants were im m edi­ 
ately placed in the arms o f Sco tland and 
adopted as the emblem o f tho co untry .—
